DEFROST YOUR REFRIGERATOR 
- OFTEN TO SAVE FOOD 


When the food in your refrigerat- 
or don’t seem to cool as quickly as 


they should, it may be that the frost. 


line has reached the danger point. 
For the sake of your refrigerator 
and the food stored in it, Irma H. 
Gross, head of the department of 
home management at Michigan State 
college, says to defrost it often. De- 
frost it before the frost becomes a 
quarter of an inch thick. 

_ Thick frost slows down the cooling 
of foods and may send the tempera- 
ture up even though the refrigerating 
system works harder than usual. Be- 
fore defrosting, remove the freezer 
trays. Be sure the drip trays is empty 
and in place to catch the water ag

ing by putting ‘hot water in the free- 
zer trays while the control is set at 
“defrost” or “off”? unléss it is re- 
comménded by your: manufacturer.

On Sunday morning Lincoln had 
us up at daybreak. Sellers and Mc- 
Millen seemed somewhat reluctant to 
roll out but a small portion of cold 
water changed their minds in.a hurry. 
We left our hotel key on the desk 
and found the town as lively as a 
morgue in a lost village. No restrau- 
rants were open so we took off. The 
morning was swell. The:sun was shin- 
ing and the air had that: freshness 
peculiar to spring time. Just south of 
Selinsgrove we saw our first evidence 
of soil Conservation thru the use of 
sod waterways. The country had o- 
pened up for a short ways into gent- 
ly rolling hills. We soon eame back to. 
the Susquehanna River and familiar 
signs greeted us “Beware of slides.” 
In spite of.the steep slopes there 
seemed to be considerable -agricul- — 
ture and we saw that the wheat was 
headed out. Along the highways 
blackberries were in bloom. In fact, 
the roadside was covered with’ black- 
berry bushes for’ miles and miles. 
Snowball bushes were in bloom and 
‘we came upon the first hay being cut. 
We also saw our first strip cropping 
that morning. The countryside ap- 
peared to be one that had been set- 
tled for a great many of years. The 
style of the houses and barns indi- 
cated such in addition to their being 
covered with vines. Here also: we saw 
barns typical of the construction of 
older days. The barn itself extends 
out over the edge of the foundation. 
about six or eight feet. providing a 
shed effect for the livestock. Many 
Uuited. Brethern churches dotted 
the country side. We had seen sever- 
al signs about a place we were to 
come to call “Amity Hall — serving 
the traveler for 100 years.” 

We finally arrived there: and de- 


jeided it. was time to eat breakfast. 


This place was located on the june- 
tion of routes 22, 322, 11 and 15: This 
was really a busy place. It was on a 
direct route from Buffalo and truck 
after truck came thru loaded ‘with 
new automobiles. Many drivers stop- 
ped here to “gas- up” and get a bit to. 
eat. We were impressed by our ser- 
vice — but.not favorably. After eat- 
ing we went back to the car and 
found we had a-flat tire. Lincoln de- 


-| cided we had better fix it there rath- 
| er than take the chance of having a- 


nother flat tire with no spare. After 
one hour and twenty minutes we fin- 
ally got the tire fixed and was on our 
way, only to go about three miles 
down the road and have the same 
tire go flat again. By actual time we 
changed the wheel and was on our 
way in four minutes.” 

At Enola, just north of Harrisburg 
and on the west side of the Susqueh- 
anna River we came into a very large 
rail terminal. We-had to stop to look 


the yards over and Sellers and I took 


adventage o the nearby hill to take 
pictures. The yard was a beehive of 
activity and we counted over twenty 
engines in the yard. Here we also had

troubles for our entire trip. We did 
not cross the river to Harrisburg but 
continued. on for a few miles and 
then took route 150 to ‘Gettysburg.

timore was not too easy to get thru

and there. Most of the farm homes 
were the typical colonial style and a 
number of barns were constructed of 
field stones. All farm buildings seem- 
ed to be well cared fore. There were 


jalso many new, modern farm homes. 


Iris, Pegnies, Snowbell bushes, 
Spirea, and roses were in bloom (also ~ 


Dandelions) and for the first time it 
| appeared that cattle were pasturing 


on alfalfa brome grass forage. We 
noticed quite a few field peas being : 


-} grown. There was some outcropping 


of rocks, some. strip cropping, con-— 
tour farming and numerous sod wa-~ 
terways. As we approached Gettys- 


burg the land leveled out'even more. 


Near Gettsburg we saw famers cul- | 
tivating corn with spike tooth drags.

Experts who recently predicted a 


three billion bushel corn crop this 
year were hastily revising their es- 


|timates in the light of continuing 


torrential: rains and widespread 
fioods which have transformed 
much of the Midwest into a soggy 
mass of mud. 

Damage has been particularly 
heavy in Iowa, extending from one 
end of the state to the other. Flood- 
ing of river bottom lands is only 
part of the loss. 

Thousands of acres of crops have 


‘been washed out, and the loss is 


considered irreparable. It is@oo late 
to replant with anything except for- 
age crops. and possibly. buckwheat 
if seed is available. 

On upland farms, ponds and lakes 
overflowing their boundaries also 
will cut seriously into corn yields. 
All in all, g bumper corn crop is 
considered extremely unlikely, even 
with a favorable growing season up

What indies a> yats a vacation trip to 
Michigan memorable? 

As likely as not, it will be the mem- 
ory of Michigan hospitality — the 
warmth of friendship which Mich- 
igan people extend to strangers. 

This thought was emphasized to 
me the other day. Meredith Clark, 
editor of the Tekonsha Patriot, a 
weekly newspaper at Tekonsha in 
Branch county, told me this story:
